This is a response to the request filed 8/10/06 requesting that the inventorship in application Serial No. 10/752,972 be corrected under 
37 CFR § 1.48(a) to indicate that inventorship is to Thomas C. Frampton and Peter S. Jenkins as co-inventors of the claimed subject 
matter.

4. the processing fee set forth in 37 CFR § 1. 17(i); and 

5. the written consent of the assignee if an assignment has been executed by any of the original named inventors, 
have been provided. 

The request is GRANTED. 
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
